N my laf I went thro’ the charatter of 
) Hudibras, as it is drawn in the firft 
Canto. This charaéter of the Knight is 
immediately followed by that of his 
horfe ; which is as confiftent as that of 
any perfon in the poem. The gallant 
flecd now under our confideration, feems 
no lefs extraordinary in his way than his mafter. He was 
snealy-mouth’d, wall-ey’d,. flow, reftiff, gall’d, lean, and 
had a long tail, draggiing in the dirt. Our Author com- 
pares him humoroufly to Julius Cafar’s, which, accord- 
ing to Suetonius, bad fect almeft like a man, the hoof be- 
ing divided, as it were, into toes. 





———— Czfar’s horfe, who, as fame goes, 
Had corns upon his feet and toes, 

Was not by half fo tender hooft, 

Nor trod upon the ground {o foft. 

And as that Beaft would !.neel and ftoop, 
(Some write) to take his Rider up : 

So Hudibras’s, ’tis well known, 

Would often do to fet him down. 


This beautiful character is kept up thro’ the whole poem: 
thus at the endof the fame Canto we have, 


This faid, as yerft the Phrygian Knighe,

I come now to the Squire, who was one of the gifted Tay- 
lors of thofe days. He as much detpifed human learning, 
asthe Knight admired it: being guided only by the New 
Light; which our Author obferves 


Is a dark-lanthorn of the {pirit, 
Which none fee by, but thofe who bear it, 


The Poet having drawn thefe chiratters,: enters upon the 
action of his Poem ; which begins with the defcription of 
a Bear-baiting. The whole populace of a town in the 
welt were gather’d together on this occafion: whom our 
Knight thought himfelt obliged, both in honour and 
con{cience, to endeavour to difperie. Before he undertakes 
this, he explains his intention in a learned difcourfe to the | 
Squire. He is perfuaded that fome eccu/t defign is con- 
cealed under the pretence of Bear-baiting. He is fatisfied 
there can be no fuflicient reafon for a combat between 
cafts : 


They fight for no efpoufed Caufe, 
Frail Privilege, Fundamental Laws, 
or fora thorough Reformation, 
Nor Covenant, nor Proteftation, 
Nor Liberty of Confciences, 
or Lords and Commons Ordinances. 


He obferves juftly, that the occafion of their quarrel could 
hot be the worfhip of Mankind, for notwithitanding Men 
ave frequently killed one another about the worfhip of 
afts 5 yet 
No Beaft ever was {0 flight, 
For Man, as for his God to fighe. 
ey have more wit, alas! and know 
hemfelves and us better than fo. 





He Concludes, that this Antichriftign Game mat have | 


arifen from that cruel Perfecution, when the Heathens ufed 
to few up theChriftians inthe dkins of Bears, and then 
- bait them with dogs. 

Ralpho agrees with his Mafter, that this Game is Anti- 
chriftian, and proves it, according to his own principles : 
the very name, he obferves, is carna’, and of stan’s crea- 
ting: not being to be found in all the Scripture. It 
is a vile Affembly that cannot be prov’d by Scripture, any 
more than Provincial, Claflick, and National Affemblies. 
This {neer of Ralpho on the Presbyterian Affemblies, draws 
an angry anfwer from the Knight; to which the Squire 
replies with equal warmth, and afierts roundly, that Bear- 
baiting in Gofpel times, is full as lawful as any of them. 
Here Hudibras pours forth his Logick to give hima full 
confutation : 


A juft comparifon ftill is 

Of things eju/dem generis. 

And then what Gexws rightly doth 
Include and comprehend them both ? 
If Animal, both of us may 

As juftly pafs for Bears as they : 

For we are Animals no lefs.

But the fiel.l of battle being now not far off, the Knight is 
unwilling to proceed any farther in the difpute, and pre- 
pares himfelf for the fight. 

I have now gone through the charaéters of the Knight 
and Squire, as far as they are drawn in the firft Canto. 
But before I conclude this letter, I fhall beg leave to, ob- 
ferve, that our Author feems to have had Sir Samuel Luke in 
his eye, when he defcribed Hudibras. Sir Samuel was a 
Knight, and as eminent a Reformer as Sir J ---- G-— 
is at prefent. Some have thought, with a good deal of rea- 
fon, that an imperfeét verfe, towards the end of this Can- 
to, ought to be fll’d up with his name;
